WASHINGTON, May 24.—The Sen- 
ate Bribery Investigation Committee 
today began a secret inquiry into the 
connection of the Sugar Trust with. 
tariff legislation. 
. J. Hawards, author of the Hol- 
land létter in the Philadelphia Press, 
was before the committee for several 
hours.: It is known that he presented 
a written memorandum giving the. 
same sources of information contained 
‘in the letter. He declined to state his 
authority for his information that 
Secretary Carlisle appeared before the 
tariff sub-committee, Senators Jones, 
Vest and Mills, before the original 
Senate bill was reported and ‘insisted | 
that sugar be given protection because 
of party pledges made before election 
or for the statement that Carlisle him® 
self had revised and written the sugar 
schedule. This schedule, as prepared 
by Carlisle, he said, was still in exist- 
ence. The fact could be definitely as- 
certained by summoning the members 
of the Finance Committee. 

Other statements; the authority for 
which Edwards declined to give, were 
that . $500,000 was contributed by the 


paign fund of 1892, and that Moore &

Brice’s brokers, had been in possession 
of the latest amendments which were 
proposed to ‘the tariff bill when Senator 
Voorhees still insisted no amendments 
had -to..

He in- 
stanced the statement by Wollar® 
of Connecticut before the’ Investigating 
‘Committee of that State that wealthy 
men of New York contributed $100,000 
toward Democratic success in Connecti- 
cut. Edwards said half had been con- 
tributed by Havemeyer and half by 
C. Benedict. He said it‘ was notori- 
ous that leading members of the Demo- 
cratic party in Colorado had been in 
consultation with wealthy Democrats 
of New York prior to election. 

BPdwards said his first information as 
to the interest of the Sugar Trust in 
politics had come to him in the spring 
of 1892, when it had contributed $10,000 
of the ‘‘Anti-snappers’’ 
in New York State. He had thought 
comparatively littie of this until he 
had heard of its further large donations 
in the’ wry that year. His first inti- 
mation of Havemeyer’s interest in tar- 
iff legislation had been received from 
an interview with that gentleman, pub- 
shed in the Brooklyn Eagle as early 
as the 25th of last January, in which 
Havemeyer said the tariff bjil would 
be looked after. when it Sh ld reach 
the Senate. 

“We are not without influence in the 
Senate,” Havemeyer was reported to 
| there said. “We are not impotent 

Bdwards also said that Harper's 
Wedkhy had asserted that the Sugar 
Trust. was not without friends in the 
Cabinet and in Congress, and he gaid 
he had obtained his information about 
the orted meeting of Havameyer and 
Senators Brice and Smith at the Ar- 
ington Hotel in this city from ne'ws- 
paper .publications. 

With reference to the speculation of 
Senators in-Sugar Trust stock, he said 
it was a matter of common report in 
New York that four or five Senators 
had engaged in this speculation, but: 
he said that, owing to the fact that 
their dealings came under the class 
knawn as privileges, puts and calls, 
there was no record kept of them, and 
the fact of their trading would be diffi- 
cult ¢o prove.

The afternoon session was brought 
to a sudden halt by the committee 
demanding that Edwards give his au- 
thority for the statements made in 
his testimony concerning “ Secretary 
Carlisle’s interview with the sub-com- 
mittee of the Finance Committee and 
the committee drafting the sugar 
schedule. This Edwards declined to 
do. On the committee insisting, he | 
“asked to be allowed to consult his at- 
torney, Judge Dittenhoefer, who was 
in the city. The request was granted 
and the committee took another recess, 
while Edwards went in search of his 
lawyer. 

Edwards returned to the committee- 
room, after an absence of an hour, ac- 
companied by Judge Dittenhoefer. 
After a brief conference the committee 
decided to postpone further considera- 
tion of the question of excusing Ed- 
wards from divulging his authority for 
certain of his statements until 10 o’clock 
tomorrow, to allow Judge Dittenhoefer 
to consult authorities bearing on the 
case. 

John Schriver, the Washington cor- 
respondent of the New York Mail and 
Express, was examined in regard to a 
dispatch which appeared in his paper 
on May 19, stating that an interview 
between certain United States Senators 
and members of the Sugar Trust; held 
in a parlor of the Arlington Hotel. had 


who occupied the adjoining room. 
Schriver was asked the name of his 
authority, and also the name of the 
wire-manufacturer mentioned. He said 
the story had been given him by a 
Congressman, but. he declined. to give 
his name, or the name of the wire- 


the Congressman, while -he gave him 
the story for publication, did. not wish 
to be brought into the scandal or to be 
called upn.t testify, and had made the 
witness promise not to reveal his name. 

Schriver said the wire-manufacturer, 
on the morning after the conference, 
met the Congressman and seemed in a 
good state of mind. He slapped the 
Congressman on the shoulder, and re- 
marked that now he was certain that 
the Wilson bill would never pass, be- 

cause the night before he had occupied 
a room next to some sugar men, and 
he had overheard enough of the con- 
versation to lead him to believe that 
the tariff bill was dead. The wire- 
manufacturer also stated that several 
Senators were in the room with the 
sugar people, and that he recognized 
them by their voices. He likewise vol- 
unteered that the night’s discussion be- 
came so: heated and loud that he was 
unable to sleep, and was _ therefore 
kept awake and obliged to hear all that 
was said. 

Schriver stated to the committee that 
he had no personal objections whatever 
to giving the narnes of the parties, and 
the committee excused him after a 
brief effort to arrive at the source of 
his information, informing . him he 
could take until 10 o’clock tomorrow 
and meantime to consult the Congress- 
man who had given hie information, 
and also a lawyer to advise him in 
case he refuses further evidence. 

After: Schriver was excused, Harry 
W. Walker, Washington correspondent 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, was 
called and asked to state where he had 
obtained the information published by 
tim in a dispatch in which he states 
that a prominent member of the Cab- 
inet, and also intimated that the Presi- 


cratic party was under obligations to 
the Sugar Trust Walker also confirmed: 
Schriver’s story about the occurrences 
at the’ Arlington Hotel between mem-

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—SENATE.— 
At the opening of the session of the 
Senate today, Senator Kyle urged the 
passage of his resolution that it was 
not the purpose of the United States to 
use force to restore Liliuokalani as 
Queen of the Hawaiian Islands and 
that any foreign interference with these’ 
islands would be regarded as an act 
of hostility to the United States. — 

Senator Daniel of Virginia objected 
to action on the resolution until the 
resolution on the same subject reported 
by the Foreign Affairs Committee had 
first been acted upon. 
|. Senator Frye of a e@dvocated the 
passage of this ora similar resolu- 
ption, saying he had information from 
Fésponsible persons that the moment 
the Senate acted the Queen would re- 
sign all pretense to the thtone and 
accept a money compensation therefor. 
This being the condition on the islands, 
in the name of humanity he appealed 
to the Senate to pass the resolution. At 
this point; the hour of 10:30 o*clock ar- 
rived and the resolution went over and 
the tariff bill was taken up. 

Senator Hale of Maine led off with 
a sarcastic comment on Senator Gor- 
man’s speech of yesterday, saying the 
Senator from Maryland had emerged 
from his seclusion just at the time 
when his party stood discredited, its 
ranks broken and its coherency of ac- 
| tion lost; an indignant people showing 
their distrust; the newspapers piling. up 
denunciation after denunciation, and 
with a panic imminent on his own 
side of the chamber. 

The bill as it now stood, Senator 
Hale said, had no responsible parents. 
It was a political bastard. It was the 
result of intertourse of those who had 
abandoned party principle with the 
easy virtues of a few protected indus- 
tries and the habitual prostitution of 
the trusts. It had its origin in the 
back room of a New York office. 

The Aldrich -amendment to increase 
the duty on tin plate to 1% cents per 
pound was laid on the table by a vote 
of 36 to 26. The Jones tin-plate amend- 
ment was then adopted, fixing the duty 
at 11-15, as was also the Jones amend- 
ment granting the duty on steel ingots, 
blooms, etc., according to size, value, 
etc. 

esr surprise of the day was the ac- 

tance by the Finance Committee 
2 an amendment offered by Senator 
Allen of Nebraska to place barbed wire 
on the free list. Several Republicans 
opposed it, but did not carry their op- 
position to the extent of demanding a 
record-making vote upon it.-. An inti- 
mation from Senator Hoar that barbed 
wire was to be the price of Senator 
Allen’s vote for the tariff bill was*in- 
dignantly denied. 

Senator Powers’s amendment to in- 
clude other classes of fence-wire was 
defeated. 

The following rates were adopted: 

Anchors, 1% cents per pound; axles, 
1% cents per pound; anvils, 1% cents;

Riotous Strikers are 
Shot Down, 


Four Men Killed and Others 
Badly Wounded. 


The Coke Regions the Scene of 
Much Bloodshed. 


Armed Deputies Pouring into Cripple Creek, 
Colo.—Missouri Miners to Invade Leay- 
enworth, Kan.—La Salle, Ill., 
Disturbed. 


UNTONTOWN (Pa.,) May 24.—The 
long-threatened attack by striking 
miners on the pits of the Washington 
Coal and Coke Company, at Stickle 
Hoilow, in the fourth pool district, on 
the Monongahela River, was made this 
morning, involving another of the 
grim ‘tragedies that characterize the 
irrepressible conflict. The fight was 
one of the fiercest in the history of the 
mining ‘troubles in Western Pennsyl- 
vania and in the section where it oc- 
curred, as well as throughout the whole 
©oke region, the situation is one of 
excitement and dread uncertainty. 

Tenight four strikers are lying dead 
and doubie that number are. badly 
wounds4d, some of them mortally. 
Thomas Kenan of Woods Run is the 
oniy American killed in the encounter 
with the deputies. The other dead 
men are Slavs. The wounded men who 
fell under the first volley from the 


retreating strikers, and even now the 
actual number of ‘wounded not 
known, their friends having the strong- 
est motive for concealing them. 

It is, perhaps, too soon to place the 
responsibility for the killing. In the 
mass of confused and contradictory 
statements, there is testimony to shosv 
that the strikers, while threatening 
an attack, had committed no act of 


them absolutely without provocation 
that would warrant the use of deadly 
weapons, and that the killings were 
cruel and unjustifiable. Then therejis 
testimcny to show that the deputies de- 
fended themselves and their charge 
from the rushing assault of an armed 
and ‘bloodthirsty mob. strikers 
furnished all the dead men, not a dep- 
uty being fatally hurt, and only three 
of them were wounded. 

The fight occurred at the public road: 
way leading to the Stickle Hollow 
plants. The deputies had specific or- 
ders, and it is admitted the company 
had conveyed to them directions - to 
shoot to kill. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

UNIONTOWN (Pa.,) May 24.—Shortly 
before midnight 2000 rioters assembled 
at the Stickle Hollow plants of the 
Washington Coal Company. Some were 
armed, but the majority were weir 


They went into camp near the plan 


they adjourned to the public road” over 
which the workmen would have to 
pass. They stopped the first deloga- 
tion of miners, who, after a little per- 
suasion, turned back. At that moment 
the deputies near by were ordered to 
shoot at a range of about fifty yards. 

At the first volley the strikers filed 
in every direction. The deputies fired 
two more volleys, and were shooting 
when the last striker disappeared. The 
officials of the company say that four 
strikers were picked up dead and about 
half a dozen wounded were carried 
away by comrades. Other reports say 
that six were , killed and _ sixteen 
wounded. The company’s Officials say 
that the strikers had served notice on 
them. They expected an assault on the 
works, and the deputies considered the 
interference with the workmen the be- 
ginning of an assault. The strikers 
had made a demonstration all night, 
even threatening to visit the houses 
of the workmen and give them their 
choice to quit work or die. 

The latest _ news from “the scene of 
trouble is that the strikers are all 
gohe. . A. battle was narrowly averted 
at Fair Chance last night, when five 
deputies got off the train. The strikers, 
who theught they were new workmen, 
took them to camp. They held them 
prisoners until the other deputies put 
the strikers to flight. 

The situation at the Hill Farm mines, 
where the company has been running 
in full force, is decidedly alarming. At 
2 o’clock (500 miners from the southern 
end of the region marched to Hill 
Farm, and are said to me planning an 
attack on the works. The plants are 
guarded by fifty deputies, and a con- 
flict would result seriously. The 
strikers are determined to force al] 
plants to-shut down, regardless of loss 
of life. Superintendent Kimball, of the 
Hill Fair mines, is getting out an in- 
junction to restrain the strikers from 
camping near the works. 

Later accounts say that the shooting 
was not all on one side. The workmen 
were about to comply with the com- 
mand to go home, when the deputies 
rushed into their midst. The strikers 
got--possession workmen” and 
marched them to the pit. A deputy 
sheriff fired the shot which opened the 
battle. Volley after volley was fired 
by each side at close range. The strik- 
ers’ ammunition gave out and they 
were forced to flee. It is said the strik- 
ers were advancing on the denuties 
when the latter fired the fitst shot. 

A largé number of strikers were ar- 
rested today who had guns and ammu- 
nition. Four or five are known to have 
been killed and eight are wounded. The 
killed are all strikers. Three deputies 
are among the wounded. Rainey has 
ordered four gatling guns for his 
plants. 

Sixty-six strikers were placed under 


arrest, and taken back to the com- 
pany’s eground, where they were 
closely guarded. This evening they 


were brought:-here to jiil. The sjtua- 
tion at the mines tonight is alarming, 
and more serious trouble is expected 
within the next twenty-four hours. 
LEAVENWORTH BESIPIGED. 
LEAVENWORTH (Kan.,) May 24.—

ILLINOIS IN ARMS.

Sheriff 
Taylor gave the order to fire tn the 
air and the mob scattered, but seeing 
‘+ the deputies fire at blank space they 
rushed in again, this time firing re- 
volvers, accompanied by another 
shower of rocks, and for a little while 
there was a hand-to-hand battle bew 
tween deputies and strikers. 

In the melee ‘Sheriff Taylor was 
knocked down and baly beaten and 
kicked. He has a severe gash on his 
forehead and is badly bruised. Deputy 
Sheriff John Dwyer and Thomas Hooli- 
han were wounded by bullets fired by 
the strikers. Dwyer was shot in the 
thigh and Hoolihan has a bullet in his 
groin. The injuries of the latter are 
serious and may result fatally. The 
mob that liberated the man from jail 
is composed of about fifteen hundred 
men, and is made up of desperate char- 
acters, who will stop at nothing. One 
of the wildest scenes was that which 
followed the liberation of the man from 
jail. The mob marched down First 
street with the rescued man ahead, 
and, amid cris of “Vive 1l’Anarchie?’ 
and similar expressions, defied the ré- 
spectable citizens and shouted defiance 
to the officers.

The 
sealing, says the agent, is not done 
from these schooners, but they are 
merely kept in sight so that the seal- 
ers can go to them at night or in case 
of a storm. The agent intimated that 
the Makhas may not get through the 
winter unless they seal now, owing to 
the use of seals for food and clothing. 
He questions the benefit the Indians 
are to derive from ownership of 
schooners if they cannot use them in 
the manner indicated.

THE BUDGET BILL. 


Lord Roseberry’s Government Passes Safely 
Through a Crisis. 
Associated Press Leaséd-wire Service. 


LONDON, May 24.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The debate in the Commons on 
the Budget Bill, which was expected 
in some quarters to prove the downfall 
of ‘Lord Roseberry’s ministry, was 
opened this afternoon by Sir John Larb- 
bock, Liberal-Unionist, who moved that 
the Budget Committee be emipowered 
to divide the Budget Bill into two 
parts, and to embody the provisions 
respecting the sinking fund in a dif- 
ferent manner.

The General Assembly Hears 
Dr. Smith. 


Appeal Case — The Southern Church 
Declines Organi« Union — Pres- 
byterians in Oregon. , 


| GARATOGA, May 24.—The only va- 


cant seats at the opening of the Pres- 
byteriam assembly were those reserved 
for the members of the family of Prof. 
Smith, whose appeal was set for to- 
day. The Judicial Committee changed 
the rules so as to provide that each 
memiber should have three minutes on 
poll-call to discuss the case.. The as- 
sembly was then constituted a court. 
‘Alfter the reading of the records, 
argument was begun by Dr. Smith, 
who stated that.jhe proposed to argue 
only six grounds of the appeal, instead 
of twelve. Prof. Smith sought to show 
that the records of the original trial 
proved prejudice, as members were al- 
lowed to sit in the case who had pub- 
lished opinions touching the guilt of the 
accused. It was further shown that the 
charges were fatally defective in that 
they did not formulate the doctrine 


against which the offense was alleged. 

It was expressly said that the doc- 
trine of inspiration mentioned in the 
charges was the one ‘“‘implied’’ in the 
confession of their faith, whereas the 
constitutional law demanded of the 
church that the doctrine offended 
against shall be ‘“‘fundamental.’’ That 
which is fundamental will never be left 
to inference. ~The doctrine of infonma- 
tion alleged in the charges was con- 
tended to be one not taught in scrip- 
ture or in the confession of the faith 
of the church. Prof. Smith then argued 
that. the implication of the charge 
contained a contradiction of true es- 
ibyterian doctrine. On this point thé 
speaker said: 


where we may examine the utterances 
of the last General Assembly. I do 
not mean, of course, that At is the duty 
of this assembly to review or revise 
any particular decision of the assembly 
of 1893 with the idea of setting it aside. 
The .confession of faith says that all 
synods may err, or have erred, or that 
their decision must be examined.” — 

Prof. Smith went on to show that the 
Washington assembly evaded the issue 
raised by the doctrine of the confession 
in failing to declare that the scriptures 
not only “are the words of God,” but 
are “inerrant.” To say that the orig- 
inal autographs ‘‘were’”’ inerrant makes 
it necessary to say that the Holy Scrip- 
tures ‘‘were”’ the word of God. But, 
on the contrary, the doctrine set forth 
by the confession was stated to be that 
the Bible as contained in ‘the present’’ 
Hebrew and Greek copies, ‘is the pres- 
ent arbiter of present controversies.” 

The next objection had reference to 
the identity of the two charges upon 
which he was found guilty, and the 
lack of definiteness in their allegations. 
At the close of this section of the de- 
fense the assembly took a recess. 

At the afternoon session Prof. Smith 
continued his argument, contending 
that by its verdict of guilty, the pres- 
bytery affirmed that the accused had 
committed the crime charged, but that 
the evidence adduced had failed to 
support the accusation.

Henry Georgism receives a somewhat 
vague indorsement in the form of a 
plank recommending a “graduated”. tax 
on all lands owned by any individual or 
corporation exceeding $10,000 in as- 
sessed valuation, the rate to be in- 
creased steadily as the valuation ad- 


able, and as repugnant , to common 
sense and common. equity as is: the 
proposition to levy a tax on incomes 
and on inheritances. An income tax 
would be a tax on enterprise—an idea 
which the Georgites profess to abhor— 
besides being inquisitorial, unjust, im- 
possible of equitable enforcement, and 
conducive of concealment, lying, hy- 
pocrisy and perjury. The inheritance 
tax idea is equally objectionable, for 
it would impose a second tax on prop- 
erty already bearing its proper burden 
of taxation. 

The platform opposes any further 
“issuance of national, State, or munici- 
pal bonds for any purpose whatever.” 
This is a proposition too absurd for dis- 
cussion. If enacted into law it would 
stop needed public improvements all 
over the country, and would work -ir- 
reparable injury to laboring men, 
whose interests the Populists profess 
to have so much at heart. 

“The employment of the unemployed 
by .public authorities” is a demand 
based on socialistic and paternalistic 
theories. Public authorities should do 
all in their power to relieve distress 
and to give work needed by the State 
to the capable unemployed in prefer- 
ence to others; but when work is pro- 
vided for all the unemployed, at pub- 
lic expense, individual enterprise will 
cease, and we shall become a commun- 
ity of Socialists instead of a republic. 
If the sentiment, “The State owes me 
a living,” ever becomes universal in 
this country good-by to self-reliance, 
personal endeavor, energy and frugal- 
ity among the people. 

When male suffrage has been purified 
and elevated, it will be time to turn 
our attention to female suffrage, as de- 
manded by Populist and other “re- 
formers.”

This plan 
would teach dependence where inde- 
pendence should be taught, and would 
vastly increase the burdens of taxation, 
without any compensating advantages.

of Rails. 


Orange Shipments Dwindling: to a Small 
Supply—Keeping Up a Railroad's 
Condition—Gene ral and | 


It appears that the Southern Pacific 
Company does net take kindly to the 
unexpected competition encountered by 
its new through raitl-and-boat line be- 
tween California and the Atlantic sea- 
board, The Mallory Steamship line and 
the Santa Fe, by way of Galveston, is 
proving a formidable rival to the Mor- 
gan boats and Sunset route through 
New Orleans To this fact may be at- 
tributed the rumors that have been 
circulated on this Coast to the detri- 
ment of the Mallory line, but which 
have been promptly refuted.

COREBPING RAILS, 

Unless there are counteracting influ-, 
ences, the natural tendency of rails 
ig to “creep” downward, observing the 
well-known laws of gravity. If, how- 
ever, the grade be too slight to give 
much effect to this law, and, in fact, 
so slight as. to require the use of 
steam in the handling of descending 
trains this natural tendency may be 
minimized, and, indeed, overcome and 
reversed by a constant draft of loads 
in the direction of its descent, says 
Charleston News and _ Courier. 
Heavy loads pulling constantly in one 
direction have a tendency to.drive the 
rail in the opposite direction. Should 
it be necessary, however, to apply the 
brakes, the rail is driven in the direc- 
tion of the moving train.-On a per- 
fectly level track the rafl almost in- 
variably ‘‘creeps’’ in the opposite direc- 
tion from the movement of the heav- 
jest and most constant traffic, except 
at points where it is customary to shut 
off and apply the brakes, at which the 
“creep”? is in the same direction. On 
roads having grades which change ab- 
ruptly from ascending to descending 
grades over the crown of a hill, it 
ofter, happens that the rails ‘‘creep’’ 
grade on both - sides of 
crown, and this espe- 
cially true where long, heavy trains 
are run, as the heavy pulling of the 
engine after it has sed crown, 
going down grade, causes it to drive 
the rail upward on the other side, 
while the rear of the train has some- 
what the tendency to pull, or at least 
to hold, the rail on the opposite as- 
cent. One rail often ‘‘creeps’’ faster 
than, the other; this ig not confined to 


rail or, the south. It is due to a va- 
riety of causes, and to none perhaps 
more than the fact that there is a 
difference, and often a peouliarity, in 
humanity. There is in railroad par- 
lance what is known as a “‘line”’ and 
a “gauge’’ rail; in nine cases out of 
ten the “line” rail gets the most at- 
tention from the foreman in charge 
and in addition, two men are usually 
Selected to “keep up” the bolts on 
joints, one of which is generally the 
most trusted man in the “‘gang.’’ The 
other works under him; almost in- 
variably this trusted man gets on the 
‘line’ rail, and thus it will be seen 
that the joints and bolts are kept in 
better shape on the one rail than on 
the other, and are therefore more capa- 
ble of resisting the tendency to “creep.” 
This habit ambng trackmen of adopt- 
ing a pet rail is one of the peculiarities 
of human nature; barbers have some- 
what the same peculiarity—they lather 
and rub, shave and powder one side of 
@ man’s face until human endurance 
rebels against the injustice.

Charles F. Fox, a notary public, had 
accompanied counsel for the defense to 
the County Jail when the statement 
was obtained from Ewing.

COLONIAL LIFE IN AMERICA. 

Poot Men Now Better Off Than the Rich 
Were in Those Days. eo 

In his lecture recently on “Domestic 
and Social Life Before the Revolution,” 
Dr. Eggleston said that the present 
generation looked upon the old colonial 
folk as quite superior to the people of 
today in many respects. They had the 
reputation of being.larger, braver, more 
courtly men, more purer, more chaste, 
and more beautiful women. They had 
many virtues, those old. colonists, but, 
with them all, the world “has grown 
better, more refined, more full of gentu- 
ine courtesy than in their day. The 
men are as brave and strong, the 
women as chaste and beautiful. His- 
tory records, said the lecturer, the great 
deeds of the great men of the colonies 
and the revolution, but not the ordin- 
ary social life of the period. That is 
only to be learned from many sources 


“Man is an historical brute,” said 
Mr. Eggleston, “and must follow his 
‘ancestors. The colonists invented lit- 
tle, their utensils, furniture, houses, 
cooking, etc., being imitations or adap- 
tations of those of the English or the 
Indian. Necessity is not the mother of 
invention, but of imitation and adapta- 
tion. The man impelled by necessity 
therefore he 
imitates. The houses of the early col- 
onists were mostly of bark, in imita- 
tion of those of the Indian. At one 
ime, of the thirty houses in New York 
wenty-nine were of bark. Surely, if 


anything was American the log cabin | 


was—but no, Tacitus describes the Ger- 
mans as living in log cabins. 

“Now England was progressive, and 
yet its people gath their wood for 
fuel during the winter before the snow 
fell, whereas, on sleds, they could have 
done it‘ with far more ease, and it was 
not until about the year 1690 that sleds 
began to be used in New England. 
The old-fashioned Maryland-Virginia 
house, ‘with a parlor on one side, din- 
ing-room on the other, and the wide 
hall running through the house from 
end to end between them, many of 
them still. standing, was but an imita- 
tion of the old double-loghouse—‘two 
pens and a passage’—of the earlier col- 
onists. The furniture of the older col- 
onists of the richer class came mostly 
from England, and now there are 
enough old cradles in New England 
that came over in the Mayflower to 
fill many such ships. But the furniture 
of the poorer classes was hewn out 
of wood, made into rude benches, stoo!s, 
tables, etc. Carpets being extremely 


| rare in-those: days, every thrifty house- 


wife had her parlor floor nicely sanded, 
in which. figures were drawn for -dec- 
oration. 

“The rich colonists ate from gold 
and silver plates, the middle class from 
pewter, the lower classes fram wooden 
trenchers, and frequently the food was 
brought in on nothing but flat wooden 
blocks.
